FOR COUNTY FAIRS.

An interesting exhibit is being pre- 
pared in the State Department of ! 
Roads for the State and county fairs. I 
One part of the exhibit will be a 
model road, built to scale of an inch to 
the foot, for a sixteen-foot roadway, 
thirty-three feet from ditch to ditch. 
The model is mounted on a light wag- 
on frame with a carefully rolled sand 
foundation, showing a cross section of 
the road, the first course of large 
stones, the second course of large 
stones, the third course of gravel and 
the surface screenings, all properly 
rolled and water bound, together with 
the proper slope of, crown. From the 
wooden frame to the crown the road is 
built exactly as a first-class pike 
should be built. Several of the models 
wi|l bes ent out this month. 

Besides this there are enlarged pho- 1 
tographs of actual roads "before and 
after" improvement, the series show- • 
ing the social and economic benefits of ■ 
good roads. Some of the photographs } 
are of conditions in Kentucky. One j 
picture shows children going to school 
over an old-fashioned knee-deep mud 
road, and its companion exhibits chil- 
dren going to school over the same 
road improved. It so happens that 
improvement in the road and the 
school building were contemporane- 
ous and the pictures bring out this sig- 
nificant fact. 

Another from the cottou belt shows 
a team of mules drawing a wagon 
with difficulty, laden with two bales 
of cotton. Its companion picture 
shows this road improved, bearing a 
wagon laden with a half dozen bales. 
A striking pair of pictures presents a 
physician's buggy stalled in the mire, 
and a horse also mired, and they hear 
the legend that the physician was de- 
layed, the patient died and the funeral 
halted by the mire.
